Law students must decide whether they want to 
practice where the money is, or where society needs 
them the most, consumer advocate Ralph Nader told 
a group of about 300 law students at the McGeorge 
School of Law in Sacramento 

“The majority of lawyers represent a very small 
minority of the institutions and people in this coun- 
try. And the lawyer goes where the money is, but 
that’s not necessarily where the justice is,” Nader 
said 

Nader, who gained national prominence for his 
indictment of the auto industry in the mid '60s with 
his book “Unsafe at Any Speed, Designed - In 
Dangers of the American Automobile,” was in Sac 
ramento Monday afternoon as a “grass - roots 
appeal” to organize public interest groups 

in aspeech addressing ‘The Role of the Lawyer in 
Society,” Nader criticized the structured curriculum 
of law schools as being “breeding grounds for cor- 
porate lawyers” which direct students mainly toward

Sacramento Municipa,. Utility 
District Director Rick Cao, and 
several Community orgar®zations 
are suing SMUD Director, Paul 
Carr for conflici of interest’ The 
suit, recently filed at Sacramento 
Superior Court, would bar Carr 
from voting on SMUD board elec- 
wic rate proposals and could 
repeal a proposed 12 percent 
SMUD rate increase 





The suit was filed after the 
SMUD Board of Directors refused 
to release a list of SMUD's top 
energy consumers to Director 
Castro 

Sacramento's Greenpeace and 
CSUS Students for Economic 
Democracy members accuse Carr 
of big industry favoritism and sup- 
port of policies which discourage 
energy conservation 

Carr is chief financial officer for 
Keyes Fiber, a paper processing 
company, which is SMUD’s largest 


private customer 

Dave Peck of the CSUS 
Students for Economic Democ- 
racy said the present SMUD rate 
structure discourages energy 
conservation at CSUS 

He added that SMUD's rates 
favor large electrical consumption 
by industry, something Director 
Castro is trying to change 

“He (Carr) appears only to be 
interested in keeping rates low for 
the large industrial customers 
without considering what effects 


Constitutional amendment would

A proposed amendment to the 
CSUS Associated Students, Inc 
Constitution, which would add 
another executive officer to ASI. 
will be submitted to the voters dur- 
ing the student elections April 6 to 
the 9 

The constitutional amendment 
would eliminate the present vice 
presidential office and add an ex- 
ecutive vine president and finan- 
cial vice resident to the ASI ex- 
ecutive branch 

“We need to increase the 
number of people who can spend 
time working (with ASI) and the 








number of people who can make 
decisions,’ Joe Gibson, ASI 
president, told the Hornet 

If the amendment is approved 
by the students, the executive vice 
president will assist the president 
in Carrying Out his duties, chair the 
executive councii, supervise the 
executive boards and their 
chairpersons and assist them in 
their duties 

The financial vice president will 
be the chief student financial of- 
ficer, concentrating on the 
organization of ASI. 

The amendment proposal is a 
dual effort of Gibson and ASI Vice 
President Mike Woodward. The

Gibson said the addition of the 
two officers would enable the ASI

Forty supporters from the student body, faculty and community ac 
companied two CSUS faculty members Wednesday as they filed work 
grievances against Dean of the School of Arts and Sciences Roger 
Leezer 

Citing their loss of input into the women’s studies program since 
the Women's Studies Board's dissolution by Leezer March 17, former 
board members Lynn Cooper and Helene Burgess requested both a 
recision of Leezer's action and an open - grievance hearing in the 
grievance notices they filed with CSUS President W. Lloyd Johns, 
Vice - President cf Academic Affairs Sandra Barkdull and Grievance 
Panel Executive Officer Dennis Huff 

Leezer dissolved the board and established a steering committee 
comprised entirely of full - time faculty members following the 
resignations of seven of nine full - time faculty board members and 
one student representative 

Assistant Professor of Social Work Lynn Cooper and Associate 
Professor of Psychology and Women's Studies Helene Burgess view 
the dissolution as a “serious attack” on their teaching ability, their 
commitment to students and their relationship with the university 

The core of the dispute within the department, Cooper and Burgess 
explained, is an “ideological difference between faculty members on 
whether courses should reach out to the community and support 
women's active involvement in what affects their lives or whether they 
should be strictly academic 

With the dissolution of the board, Cooper and Burgess said they 
see an end to student, part - time faculty and other imput into the 
women's studies program

ASI amendment would 
split Vice Presidency 


The following is an amendment to the CSUS Associated Students 
inc. Constitution which will be on the ballot in the upcoming election 
April6é-9 


Amendments to the ASCSUS constitution as proposed and approved 
by 2/3 vote of the ASCSUS senate on March 24, 1980 and submitted 
for approval by the students of CSU, Sacramento 


AMENDMENT | 
ARTICLE til 

(Executive Authority) 
SECTION 3 
The executive vice - president, in addition to other duties assigned by 
the ASCSUS president or by statuté, shall be the chairperson or the 
executive council. He/she shail, under the direction of the ASCSUS 
president, supervise the executive boards and their chairpersons and 
assist them in the performance of their duties 


The financial vice - president, in addition to other duties assigned by 
the ASCSUS president ur by statute, shall be the chief student finan 
cial officer of the ASCSUS. He/she shall, in consultation with the as 
sistance and advice of any board or committee which the ASCSUS 
student senate might create for that purpose, prepare the annual 
budget proposal 


SECTION 4 

The executive council shall consist of the ASCSUS president, ex- 
ecutive vice president, financial vice president, senate chair. the ex 
ecutive director, legislative affairs director, the external affairs com 
mittee chair, and such other peopie as the ASCSUS president shall 
designate The council shail have the responsibility of overseeing the 
externa! affairs of the ASCSUS 


SECTION 5 

The executive branch of the ASCSUS. or any other branch of the 
ASCSUS governmental structure i.e the legislative or the judicial 
shall not, acting alone, be empowered to veto abrogate, or suspend 
the results of any election held under the auspices of the ASCSUS 


AMENDMENT I! 


SECTION 38 

in the event of a vacancy in the office of the ASCSUS president, the 
ASCSUS executive vice presidentshall assume the office of the 
president. The office of the executive vice president shall be vacated 


SECTION 3C 

In the event of a vacancy in the office of the ASCUS executive vice 
president and/or ASCSUS financial vice president, the ASCSUS 
president shali appoint a new one 

If one third of the members of the senate object to the appointment in 
writing to ' 2 senate chair, the name of the appointee(s) shall be sub- 
mitted tc electorate of the ASCSUS within 30 academic days, who 
shall determine by majority vote whether the appointee(s) shall as- 
sume office. Such objections by members of the senate must be filed 
within 10 academic days of the time when the appointment(s) is (are) 
made 


SECTION 3D 

in the event of simultaneous vacancies in the offices of the ASCSUS 
president and executive vice president, the following line of succes- 
sion shall be observed until such time as the vacancies are filled by 
special elections 


1. The financial vice president 

2. The chair of the senate 

3. The vice chair of the senate 

4 Student senate members other than the above in order of seniority 
Whenever senate members shall determine by majority vote who shall 
Nave priority 


SECTION 3G 

Upon the adoption of the amendments of April 9, 1981, starting with 
the newly elected officers of the executive branch for the 1981 - 1982 
fiscal year, the president shail appoint a new executive vice president 
in accordance with the procedures of section 3C, as applied to the ex- 
ecutive vice president

While in hiding, Albin is told that 
he must dress like a man for a 
disguise Renato says that he is a 
man dressing as a woman dressing 
as a man. Albin replies: “Would 
you repeat that? 

Aithough this film is about a 
controversial subject, there '!s 
nothing blatantly offensive about 
it. Most of the time Serrault comes 
across as a woman. They laugh at 
themselves, macho men and Silly 
women. They aiso present a cor 
vincing case for women's rights 

There is nothing new in this 
comedy it's the same oid jokes 
with a gay twist.

Serrault’s character is not new 
either.

Phil Dynan is a man motivated by love. This love 
once caused him to buy six cats from the local 
animal shelter to save their lives. Now the 32 - year 
old Sacramento greeting card publisher will take 
four months off from his business to run across the 
United States to raise money for a wildlife rescue 
center that will serve El Dorado County and the Sac 
ramento area 

The cross country trip, called Wiidlife Run, will be 
a fulfillment of a 10 - year dream to establish a place 
where wild animals can be treated and trained to live 
in their natura! habitat 

Dynan explains that many animals are injured by 
cars and by people with peliet guns. These injuries 
eventually lead to infection and the animals often 
die. Their offspring are usudily too young to care for 
themselves, and they face starvation 

“For example,” says Dynan, “raccoons have to be 
taught how to catch fish and clean it. Many people 
think that animals are born with the natural instinct 
to hunt and take care of themselves. They're not 
They have to be taught.” The runner explains that 
this is one of the functions of the proposed rescue 
center 

When Dynan started planning his cross country 
run three years ago, he wanted to help a charitabie 
organization, and originally explained his pian to 
various humanitarian groups 

“| approached organizations that deal with cer- 
tain diseases, but there were so many restrictions 
Wildlife has always been a concern to me 
no place for wild animals to be treated,” says Dynan

Raised on the Canadian prairie lands, the greet- 
ing card designer and publisher has learned to ap- 
preciate both wild and domestic animals. He has 
seven dogs and cats at ho Je, and on his first trip to 
an animal shelter, he found himseif bringing home a 
nother cat and six kittens 

‘| never had been to a pound before,” tells Dynan 

There was a cage with a mother cat and five kittens 
it had a destruction date on it. | bought all six of 
them, found homes for them and was paid back what 
| paid the pound. The pound people thought | was 
crazy 

Twice a day Dynan prepares for his near - 3,000 
mile run. An average day's workout may include run- 
ning, weight lifting, bicycling, yoga, karate and 
swimming. Soon he will concentrate mainly on his 
running. This conditioning will get him ready for the 
five hours a day that he will run on the Wildlife Run. 
The animal lover plans to take two 15 - mile runs per 
day -- one in the early morning, and one in the late 
afternoon for 98 days. Because he is resting on Sun- 
days, it will take him 114 days to complete the New 
York to Stcramento trip 

Dynan is no stranger to running. He started his 
hobby on the high school cross country team and 
continued to run while serving in the U.S. Army 
Security Agency by competing in Armed Forces 
races. Later, while living in Europe, he covered the 
countries of ireland, France and Spain, developing 
his strength and stamina. 

Besides running, Dynan wiil be working with the 
American Wildlife Federation. He plans to make 
presentations on the importance of wildlife habitat 
protection to various groups throughout the coun-
